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Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, 11, and 13-16, drawn to a conjugated homedomain of 
antennapedia, disulfide bonded to NOI, classified in class 530, subclass 
350. 

II. Claims 1, 4-6, and 13-16, drawn to conjugated homedomain of 
antennapedia as a fusion protein with functional or regulatory proteins, 
classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

III. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 7, and 13-16, drawn to conjugated homedomain of 
antennapedia as a fusion protein with an antigen, classified in class 530, 
subclass 350. 

IV. Claims 1, 4, 5, 8-10, and 13-16, drawn to conjugated homedomain of 
antennapedia as a fusion protein with a DNA binding domain, classified in 
class 530, subclass 350. 

V. Claims 1,11, and 1 3-1 6, drawn to conjugated homedomain of 
antennapedia as a fusion protein with NOI, classified in class 530, 
subclass 350. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Claim 1 link(s) inventions l-IV. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
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requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 04 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1 .312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Currently, Claim 1 is anticipated by Schutze-Redelmeir et al. (listed on IDS; 
1996; Introduction of exogenous antigens into the MHC Class I processing and 
presentation pathway by Drosophila antennapedia homedomain primes cytotoxic T cells 
in vivo. J. Immunology 157: 650-655). 

Inventions l-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
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different inventions each conjugate comprises different heterologous sequences 
attached to a homeodomain of antennapedia. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification;

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph.
